1 of the said schedule fertilisers of the description and quantity mentioned therein during the period 1st April, 1985 to 30th September, 
1$85 at the rate of one-sixth of the quantity specified in the month; and 

2. shall submit to the Central Government and the State Governments or Union Territories and Commodity Boards pertaining to 
the Commodity Gardens mentioned in Column 1 of the said schedule a statement by 10th day of every month containing therein:— 

(i) The quantity of fertilisers despatched to various dealers in the States, Uniqn Territories and the Commodity Gardens mentioned 
in Column 1 with the dates of despatch during previous month: and 

(ii) The quantity of fertilisers which the said manufacturers propose to despatch to the various dealers in the States, Union Territories 
and Commodity Gardens mentioned in Column 1 in the suceeding month.
